REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of an ion 
conductor having the claimed structure and claimed limitations, wherein a rejection 
under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be improper. Please particularly note the combination 
of claimed elements and claimed limitations, including as recited in claim 1 (the only 
independent claim), an ion conductor comprising a fine particle of an organic polymer 
including 20 to 80% by mass of a ultra-fine particle of an inorganic compound; and 
an electrolytic solution impregnated into the fine particles of the organic polymer, 
wherein the ultra-fine particle of the inorganic compound has an average particle 
diameter of 500 nm or less, and the fine particle of the organic polymer has a specific 
surface area measured by the BET method of 30 mVg or more. 

The object of the present invention, though not specifically claimed, is to provide 
an ion conductor wherein the amount of electrolytic solution impregnated can be made 
largely independent of the kind of solvent used in the electrolytic solution, and the 
concentration of the supporting electrolyte, so that a high ion conductivity can be 
obtained and the electrolytic solution impregnated rarely leaks. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is considered to be in condition for allowance as 
being novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
